•jotiationw. Another remarkable feature 
of the situation is the sudden volte face 
of Russia, who now declines wither to

He thought, however, 
that the administration would not be con- 
tent with any make-shift legislation, no 
proposition to continue the present law 
for two years more. His impression waa 
that the president wanted authority to 
raise a regular army sufficient for the 
needs of the country, 100,000 men if neces- 
sary, the number to be reduced when 
there was no longer need for them. 


Mr. Hull said that tha Taf t commission 


had reported that 15.009 Filipinos could 
be enlisted immediately in the army for 
the Philippines, and that they would 
make good soldiers under American offi- 
cers. 
There was no fear oC Great Brit- 


ain's experience with the Sepoys, for the 
Filipinos, Mr. Hull said, have no national 
feeling like the natives of India. More- 
over, added Mr. Hull, the experiment of 
enlisting native troops has proven suc- 
cessful, and there were no more loyal 
nor more efficient soldiers than the na- 
tives enlisted in the British army In 
India.

Dijon 


Marseilles, Nov. 24.—Mr. Kruger haano 


reason to complain of any diminution of 
warmth on the part of the people of ? 
France, He has become for tho moment ' 
n-t least, ihe^ popular idol of tha French. 
His triumphant 
progress 
northward 


through the country from Marseilles to 
Dijon has placed this beyong doubt. 
He met with a tremendous reception in 
each town along the route where the 
train stopped, culminating In soenea of 
frenzied enthusiasm at Dijon last even- 


ing, calculated to turn the head of any1 


man. 


Tho few Englishmen whose ill-tinted 


levity at the Hotel Du Louvre In Mar- 
seilles exasperated the p»ople in the 
streets there, never dreamed of the se- 
rious consequen es of their act. 
The 


news of the suppose* insult to Mr. Kru- 
gcr seems to have spread across Prance, 
and, at all stations, but especially Lyons 
and Dijon, shouts for the Boars were 
mingrlad with loud cries of "Down with 
the English." 
Indeed, at L/yons, tha 


denunciations of the English drowned 
the shouting for the Boera 
This Is a 


disturbing feature which is unlveraally 
discussed. 


During the run throught the rural dis- 


tricts tha train 'passe* groups of peas- 
antry, who waved handkerchiefs 
and 


hats and cheered. At one point women 
had climbed the trees, and, clinging to 
the branches with one hand they waved 
handkerchiefs with the other. 
At sev- 


eral points Infantrymen ana cavalrymen 
on foot drew up near the roadeide, waved 
their hats around their heads and gave 
the military salute. 


The most remarkable demonstration 


along the route occurred at Lyone sta- 
tion. 
As the train slowed down on 


entering the town the windows and 
roofs of houses within view were seen 
to be occupied by people. 
"When it 


stopped In a wide, lefty station, every 
inch was covered with a concourse of 
thousands, who sent up mighty shouts of 
"Long live Krugw" and "Down with 
the English." 
Again and again tbe 


rafters resounded with the plaudits for 
the Boers, and the anti-English cries. 
It was a memorable scene. The people 
rwarmed on the steps and roof* ef the 
trains, and even clambered on the lo- 
comotives. 
Many c'ang to the- gas 


lamps, and here also a few climbed to 
the roof of Mr. Krugwr'* car. 


Outside the station stood a attll 


greater assembly waiting to witnem the 
presentation of the address of the munic- 
ipal authorities In the square in front of 
the depot. 
The ceremony of presenta- 


tion took place on a parapet 
which 


looked down on a sea ef upturned faee*. 


A* the train passed ever the Rhene the 


passengers ceuld see thousands m**sed 
along the riverside and on the suspension 
bridge higher up the rlvtr. Their hoarse 
cheers came faintly to Mr. Kruger's car*, 
but th« waving of hau and handkerchiefs 
could be distinctly loen, Ht stood at the 
window, bowing until lost to view. 


A noteworthy feature of the crowd at 


the Lyons station was the presence of 
a number of French officers in uniform, 
•who joined as heartily as any present in 
the cheering. 
Their scarlet caps, with 


gold 
embroidery, 
were 
conspicuous 


among the hats, and they waved them 
far above their heads. 
At other sta- 


tions officers ran aa eagerly as any one 
from end to end of the train to catch a 
glimpse of Mr. Kruger's features and 
to join in tha acclamation*. 


The Boer statesman and his friends 


were much elated, but they had never 
foreseen Ihn still more elaborate enthu- 
siasm that waa awaiting their arrival 
at Dijon, which they reached at 5:15 
p. m. 
The municipality had taken the 


matter into its own. hands, and the re- 
cult was a demonstration such as never 
before had been witnessed within tha 
memory of the oldest inhabitants. 


Mr. Kruger. on alighting from 
the 


traJn, was welcomed by the authorities, 
and then walked to a landau standing 
before the door oiC the staticm. Near thi 
landau 
stood a band which, as h« 


emerged, struck up a Boer hymn, which 
was followed by the Marseilles.' 


The momont the landau started a bat- 


tery of artillery, belonging to the munic- 
ipality, bega.n to fire a salute of 21 gun». 
The cannons were heavily charged, and 
ear-splitting detonations accompanied 
Mr. Kruger as he slowly proceeded to 
the hotel. 
Illuminations and salvos 


heightened the excitement of the hug? 
concourse. 


Finally the carriage reached the hotel. 


which faces on a spacious square 
Mounted gendarmes kept a route open 
across this square, and escorted the 
landau. 
Mr. Krujrer, who was bare- 


headed, bowed to the right and left as 
he rode along.

Boer and French flags, overlooks the 
square, and the spectacle from the bal- 
cony was such an one as Mr. Kruger 
hed ever witness*! before.

Details of Fight Between 


Fifty Americans and Two 


Thousand Filipinos 


Washington. Nor. 24.—The story ot 


the rescue of Cap(»In Shield's and BO men 
of tho Twenty-ninth Infantry, after their 
capture by the insurgent* in Slaj-indiique, 
Is given in considerable detail in mail 
advice* from Manila.. 
The fight that 


Captain Shields and bin party put up 
against an overwhelming force is de- 
clared to have been one of the most 
brilliant incident* In the history of birsh 
fighting In the archipelago. 


The 50 men In question were pursuing 


a party of Insurgents of superior force 
Into the mountains, when they were am- 
bushed In a box canyon by a force of 
850 riflemen and 1800 bolomen. 
They 


made a continuous right for eight hours, 
killing a large number of the Insurgents, 
and were overpowered only after they 
had fired their last shot, and practically 
were smothered in a hand-to-hand fight 
with their 2000 adversaries. 


Sergeants Williams and 
McCarthy, 


who were In charge of some of 
the 


wounded, come In for particular praise. 
They were cut oH from the rest of th* 
party during the retreat, and entrenched 
themselve* on a hillside, where they 
Btood oft their assailants for about three 
hours, surrendering after every cart-* 
rl&se had been exhausted. 


Scarcely a man in the expedition en* 


caped being grated or slightly wounded 
during the fight. The total list of killed 
amounted to only five. Captain Shields 
was wounded early In the flght, but con- 
tinued to direct the operations of tha 
rear guard during four miles of retreat. 
He was finally knocked out by a bullet 
through the jaw, neck and shoulder, 
which was thought at the time to be a 
fatal wound. 


The rescue of the party was effected 


by General Hare, who, some months be- 
fore, when a colonel, led the party which 
effected the rescue of Lieutenant Gil- 
mora and the men from the Yorktown, 
after their long months of captivity in 
northern Luzon. 


Captain Shield* and hi* men say that 


they have no complaint to make of their 
treatment during captivity. 
Maximo 


Abad was the insurgent in command, 
and in response to Captain Shields' re- 
quest, allowed sorre. of his men to secure 
medicines and dressings for the wounded 
soldiers. The release of the party seems 
to have been due in some part to th* 
object lesson which General Hare gave 
to Lieutenant Gilmore's captors during 
the long and persistent ehaae through 
the almost Impassable mountains of the 
northern districts. 


Establishing civil Govtrnment. 


Manila, Nov. Z4.—The Philippine com- 


mission has enacted the first legislation 
establishing provincial civil government 
in the Philippines, namely, an act for th« 
government of the province of Brngnet.

over. The accident was due to the fail- I 
ure to have a switch turned as was , 
expected. George Vanderberg of Wil- 
liamsown, a brakeman, was killed in 
the Hoosac tunnel by being run over 
by a- train from which he fell, 


James H. nf Dinner 


James Henry Mulany "of this city, 


who was employed in the Williams- 
town railroad yard as nigrht foreman 
of car inspectors, was instantly killed 
this morning- at 2.25 o'clock while in the 
performance of his duties. 


Exactly how the accident happened 


cannot be learned. 
Car Inspector 


George L. Graves, who waa working 
with him, and who was but a short 
distance away when at the time, dis- 
covered his body almost immediately 
after the accident and nbtlfled Yard- 
master Doble. Medical Examiner O. J. 
Brown of this city was called and was 
taken to "Wllliamstown on an engine, 
arriving; there at 4 'o'clock. He ex- 
amined the body and found the right 
side crushed, the neck and left arm 
broken and the head and face badly 
mutilated. 
Mr. Mulany's watch was 


running. 


In his investigations the medical ex- 


aminter learned that Mr. Mulany was 
working at the time of the accident on 
or near what is known aa the receiving 
track. A local freight had just come In 
from the east and some of the cars 
were being switched upon this track. 
It was by one of these cars that Mr. 
Mulany was struck, but how he came 
to get in itj way could not be learned. 


Dr. Brown does not think the car 


passed over the body, but that the man 
was probably caught by it and dragged 
along for a sh'ort distance. At the 
close of the investigation the body was 
placed in a, baggage car and brought 
to this city, accompanied by Medical 
Examiner Brown and a conductor, and 
taken to Cody's undertaking rooms on 
Eagle street 


The medical examiner 
will report 


that death was due to violence con- 
sisting of crushing injuries to the head 
and body while Mr. Mulany was en- 
gaged at his work. 


The case will be reported to Judge 


TerJney of "Wllliamstown for Inquest. 


Railroad men who were in the yards 


said that the accident waa caused bv 
a switch being mistaken. An east 
bound freight vras switching, ana left 
seven cars standing on a sidetrack. 
Mr. Mulany and Mr. Graves were work 
ing under these cars. The ensrfne and 
rest of the train backed down, and the 
men in charge supposed that a switch 
was turned so that the train woulcl 
go onto another track. Instead, it was 
[eft so that the train backed down onto 
the same track where the seven cars 
had been left standing, and the cars 
were started before the engine could 
t»e stopped. 


Mr. Mulany was the son tof Mr. and 


Mrs. James Mulany and was born at 
Stockbridge 42 years ago. 'His parents 
moved to this city when he was a boy, 
and his father became foreman tof the 
blacksmlthing 
department 
on the 


Hoosac tunhiel work. The son went to 
New port, B. I., and learned the black- 
smith's trade there, and worked at his 
trade in that city till about 20 years 
ago, when he came to this city and 
engaged In r<Ulioa<l w>>rk, in which he 
had been employed practically all of 
the time since. He formerly worked In 
the railroad yard in this city, but went 
to Williametown when the yard was 
moved to that place a number of years 
ago, th'ough retaining his residence in 
this city. He was living at the time of 
his death at 52 Chase avenue, to which 
place the body was removed today. 


Mr. Mulany was well known anU 


highly respected. He was steady and 
reliable, and his services were highly 
valued by the railroad company. He 
waa a temperate man, and even more, 
being a total abstainer, and all knew 
him as a mart of clean character and 
good principles, a good neighbor, friend 
and citizen. He wa» fond of his home 
and family, and moat tof hi* flme wa» 
passed at home, when he waa not at 
work. He waj a member of North Ad- 
ami lodge, A .O. U. W., tof Division 4, 
A. O. H., and of the Holy name eo- 
clrty of St. Francis church. His death 
under «uch dl*treulng circumstance* !•

Fifteen years ago Mr. Mulany mar- 


ried Miss M-ary Joyce of this city, who 
survives him with four children. He 
also leaves hie mother, four brothers 
ariJ one sister, John H., Matthew, Ed- 
ward J., and George Mulany, and Mrs. 
W. E. McConnell. All live in this city 
except Edward J., who is employed by 
the Boston and Maine railroad, and 
whose home is m Fitchburg. 


TIi^Tnuc*! Accident 


George Vanderberg, a brakeman on 


a work train on the Fitchbur^, was 
killed in the tunnel this morning- by 
falling from his train and being run 
over. The body was frightfully man« 
gled, about four cars havin™ passed 
over it. the men on the train thought. 


He was brakeman on a work tram of 


which William Burns was 
foreman. 


Mr. ljurns noticnfl about 10 o'clock that 
there was flesh and blood on one of the 
wheels. He called to the workmen, 
and a hasty calling of the roll showed 
that Vanderburg was missing. 
The 


train backed over the track it had cov- 
ered, and Vanderberg's body was found 
near the central shaft. _t was brousrht 
to this city on the train, and at the 
station Medical Examiner Brown view- 
ed the body, which <n y then taken to 
Codys' undertaking ,d oms. 


The body was • t ana irtangled great- 


ly. The neck was broken, the face 
smashed, one arm torn off and one lee 
nearly torn oft. In addition to these, 
there were many woun4s on the body. 
Death must have been almost instan- 
taneous. 


Mr. Vanderberg hau ^een a brake- 


man on the road for some time% his 
home being in New York state. Of late 
he had made his heaacjiiarters in "Wfl- 
llamstorsn, and a short time ago his 
wife and two years old child went to 
Williamstown, the family boarding at 
the home of Mrs. D. Douglass,

find out the right poison that should be 
mentioned in the piece ss the one which 
would cause a slow numbing of the 
senses. 


"As Jess in 'Hoodnian Blind,"" con- 


cludes Miss Allen, "I died of starvation 
and lay on ray side well down the stage. 
This was efton nu awkward situation on 
account of the different curtains at the 
vinous theaters. 
Sometimes, to avoid 


my boinx *mick by th* curtain, ths hero 
would be oblijed to drag my body back, 
and once, though a man put out his hand 
to keep the roller away from me, the 
heavy mr.ss actually crazed my nose."

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PARTY FAVORS DOBSON 


"Prominent Democrats" Met 
Last Night and Expressed 


Their Opinion 


WOULD HE ACCEPT NOMINATION 


Mr. Dobson Says Ltagut Would Htvt 


to Accept or Decline if the Demo- 


cratic Nomination Wore Of- 


fered to Him 


William Dobson can have the demo- 


cratic 
nomination for mayor 
if 
he 


wants it, or rather, if the Citizens' 
municipal league wants it for him. 
This was the sentiment of the gathering 
of "prominent democrats," by invita- 
tion only, at the Wilson hotel last eve- 
nimg-. 


The democratic city committee met 


last evening in the district court room, 
and accepted the lists of delegates as 
prepared for the caucuses Monday eve- 
ning. The committee then adjourned 
to the Wilson, here about 50 democrats 
had been mvfted to meet them and talk 
over the mayoralty situation, as the 
Transcript anlnounced some days ago 
would be done. 


This conference was a lengthy one, 


lasting till nearly 9.30, and although it 
was purely informal, no m'otions being 
made ar.Q no votes taken, the senti- 
ment was overwhelmingly in favor of 
nominating Mr. Dobson at the demo- 
cratic city convention to be held Mon- 
day evening., December 3. 


A large number 
of those present 


spoke, and while there were some who 
were not in favor of the plan, still the 
sentiment was in favor of it to such a 
degree that even some opponents <of 
Mr. Dobson »aid this morning that his 
nomination looked sure, if he would 
take it. 


This latter question remains the one 


on which the democrats axe doubtful. 
No orrfs knew last evening at the con- 
ference whether he would or not. Mr. 
Dobson is understood to be a democrat 
in national politics, and men of the 
party feel conrtdent that he would ac- 
cept. 


Mr. Dobson was seen this afterno'on, 


and asked whether he would accept the 
democratic nomination for mayor if it 
•were given him. To his Mr. Dobson 
replied that he did not care to say. 


He said that he had not taken any 


part in the campaign, and that it was 
entirely in the hands'of the imrnicioal 
league. A committee of the league has 
the campaign in charge, and Mr. Dob- 
son said it rested with this committee 
and the league whether or not 
he- 


would accept the democratic nomina- 
tion if it were given him. 


When asked if this meant that the 


league would be the one to accept or 
decline the demoo-atlc nom'tijutlon, MtJ. 
Dobson said that was the caae. Be- 
yond that, and for himself, he bad no- 
thing to say. 


The meeting last evening does not ot 


course settle the matter of the nomi- 
nation, and the democrats are still do- 
ing much lively talking. A number of 
the city committee said today that the 
delegates chosen were men who would 
favor Dobson' a nomination If It via* 
the general wish of the party. 


The Citizen's municipal league will 


meet tomorrow afternoon, and at that 
time it is possible thjt the question of 
allowing Mr. Dobson to accept a de- 
mocratic nomination may, be brought 
up.

Judge Bond In dis- 
missing them thanked them upon the 
splendid way they had performed their 
duties. He was especially pleased with 
the verdicts- rendered except in one 
case .the Leonard case for talso im- 
prisonment, where he did not think 
the verdict sufficiently lanre.

Judge Bond was occupied all day 


yesterday In hearing arguments in the 
ca=.e 'of Patrick Buckley of this city 
against the James Hunter machine 
company. Lawyer Charles H Williams 
of New Tork, for the defendant, moved 
for a new trial, and the exception* 
taken at the former trial * year ago 
were also argued.

upon! by the late Judge Dewey he had 
died, and, by another strange coinci- 
dence, the official stenographer's eyes 
had so far failed that he was unable 
to transcribe his notes of the charge. 
He had made a narrative abstract of 
the evidence for use during the ar- 
gument, but n'ot a verbatim copy. 
The original sheets of the requests for 
ruling were found in the papers with 
Judge Dewey's notations on them, and 
these requests were argued before 
Judge Bond the most bf the day yes- 
terday. The- plaintiff opposed the new 
trial as being a source of expenbe to 
Buckley, who is an old man in limited 
circumstances, and the exceptions were 
also vigorously argued on both sides. 


Judge Bond reserved his decision on 


the motion for a new trial, but allowed 
the exception's, which will be heard 
May 20.
